WASHINGTON, 
June 
8.—Thirty 


thousand-troops will be needed In the 
Philippines for active service, exclus- 
ive of the force required for garrison 
purposes. This and a distinct dis- 
agreement between Otis and Schurman 
are related in a cablegram from Otis 
received by the War Department today 
and suppressed. As a result of this in- 
formation the department this after- 
noon sent telegrams to all recruiting 
stations urging the rapid enlistment 
of men for the regular army. Unusual 
precautions have been taken to keep 
from the public the message from Otis. 
The statement that the General would 
require 80,000 troops exclusive of the 
number needed for garrisoning towns 
taken from the Filipinos was the cause 
of much surprise, for it had been taken 
for granted that his original request 
for $0,000 men covered the entire force 
needed to pacify the Islands. 


In urging the rapid enlistment of re- 


cruits, the department will plead in 
explanation that the army is now 
short about 4000 of its 
authorized 


strength of 65,000 men. As a matter 
of fact, however, the urgent demand 
for recruits Is caused by information 
that a garrison force, in addition to 
the active force, would be needed. It 
is estimated that 10,000 or 16,000 men 
are now needed for garrison purposes 
and the requirements increase with 
every town captured. 


The disagreement between Otis_and 


Schurman -is distinct and pronounced. 
Schurman has been conciliatory to an 
extreme not warranted by the condi- 
tions and wholly distasteful to Otis. 
Schurman is now on a visit to Hollo 
and other points in the south, includ- 
ing Cebttr He will collect information 
of value to the President and on his 
return to this country will resign his 
position on the Peace Commission, 
possibly urging his duties as president 
of Cornell as a reason. The other 
members of the Commission, Worcest- 
er and Denby, will remain, as infor- 
mation from Otis Is that they have a 
proper understanding of the necessi- 
ties of the situation. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—Gen. Otis 


lias informed the War Department that 
he has decided not to take advantage 
of the authority given him by the Sec- 
retary of War to enlist native troops 
in the Philippines. In his dispatch on 
the subject Gen. Otis says that it is 
not timely to do this. He has, how- 
ever, enlisted 200 Maccabee natives, 
but only for scouting purposes. They 
will not be organized into companies.

London Against a Surrender to the 


South African Dictator—A War- 


like Attitude. 


LONDON, June 9.—The morning pa- 


pers are beginning to talk seriously of 
the possibility of war in South Africa, 
Mr.Chamberlain, Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, in his speech in the 
House of Commons yesterday, an- 
nounced that his reply to the petition 
of the Uitlanders, which had been held 
back pending the result of the confer- 
ence at Bloemfontein, would now be 
presented to the Transvaal. The reply 
is semi-offlcially described "explicit, 
but conciliatory," but it is believed to 
be In the nature of a practical ultima- 
tum. The resources of diplomacy are 
regarded as exhausted with the failure 
of the conference. Nothing is left, dt 
is felt, but a recourse to force. 


The Daily Mail says it learns that it 


was President Krueger himself who 
suggested the conference, and it claims 
to have reliable authority for declar- 
ing that Sir Alfred 'Milner, the British 
High Commissioner, has his back to 
the wall, and is supported to the ut- 
most by the Cabinet Commenting ed- 
itorially on the situation, the Daily 
Mail says: "If we know our Krueger 
aright he will back down, and if oot, 
why 
" 


The Daily Chronicle deprecates Mr. 


Chamberlain's warlike attitude, but 
does not deny the gravity of the situ- 
ation, and seriously counsels the Boers 
J$ gra$ .reasonable rSRJrms "as the 
only means of preserving their inde- 
pendence against the plots of the Stock 
Exchange and the violence of Downing 
street." 


The Standard, which reminds the 


Transvaal that its independence is not 
absolute, but is contingent on a faith- 
ful execution of the agreement stipu- 
lating equal rights for all white inhab- 
itants, says: "We now demand that 
all Englishmen resident In the Trans- 
vaal shall be treated with justice, and 
President Krueger may rest assured 
that the whole country will support 
the Government in any measures re- 
quired to make this demand effective. 


"Let Mr. Krneger grant the Uitland- 


ers full citizenship and the whole ques- 
tion is ended. At present he only of- 
fers a note of hand for a ridiculous 
sum, payable many years hence, in re- 
turn for our immediate abandonment 
of all the legal rights we now possess 
for enforcing the payment of debts 
long overdue."

Reports Prom Hospital. 


(From Thursday's Daily.) 


At the Board of Health meeting yes 


terday afternoon the usual reports 
were read and approved. 


Pood Inspector'Shorey reported that 


in order to get a proper standard of 
pure milk be had, in company with 
Deputy Marshal Chllllngworth, visited 
one of the dairies and bad obtained a 
sample for analysis. He recommended 
for an-official standard 11.5 per cent 
solids and 2.2 per cent butter fat. Ac- 
tion was deferred on the matter until 
further effort had been made in the 
prosecution of vendors of diluted milk. 


Moved and carried that the Hllo hos- 


pital physician be requested by the 
secretary to furnish a full monthly re- 
port with a diagnosis of all the cases 


A communication from Sheriff An 


drews, under date of May 28, was read. 
He reported that the fever epidemic 
was still raging in the city. It is wide- 
spread, affecting all classes. There is 
some doubt among the physicians 
whether or not the fever is the genu- 
ine typhoid. 


A motion was made and carried that 


the secretary be Instructed to write to 
Dr. Moore, of Hilo, for a full report re- 
garding the fever epidemic. 


Forms of tenders lor various sup- 


plies were adopted and ordered pub 
lished. 


Dr. Wood, acting for Dr. Day, who 


was absent, presented a statement in 
regard to the bills of health as they 
are received from San Francisco. The 
Government, he said, Is employing 
every means In Its power to guard 
against the appearance of the plague 
or smallpox, so far as the Orient is 
concerned^ Physicians are stationed In 
China and Japan and the passengers 
coming from that way are thoroughly 
inspected by the local port physician 
But the bill of health of steamers com- 
ing from San Francisco is apparently 
Brawn rip without any investigation In 
regard to the prevalence of-contagious 
diseases. Dr. Wood then cited in- 
stances where authoritative news re- 
garding smallpox cases appearing in 


• >£an Francisco had been published, but 


nc> notice had ever been taken of them 
in the steamer's bill of health. It 
seems right, continued the doctor, that 
the Consul General at least mention 
the fact and state whether or not the 
disease had actually appeared in the 
city, in order that more drastic meas- 
ures might be put into force at this 
end to guard against it. 


After some discussion, in which all 


the members coincided with the views 
expressed by Dr. Wood, the matter was 
put into the hands of President Cooper.

WHITB MEN FOR MAUL 


Ewa Experiment to Be Tried 


At Spreckelsville. 


Jas. B. Castle and W. J. 


Lowrle, who were the principals 
in establishing the colony of 
white cane farmers at Ewa 
plantation, tills Island, are ac- 
tively engaged In an effort to 
secure a similar settlement as 
a feature of the Spreckelsville, 
Maul, sugar estate. Mr. Castle 
has been a worker along tbe 
line here indicated for a long 
time. For many years he has 
pronounced and advocated the 
theory of opportunity here for 
white men in the growth of 
cane. Mr. Lowrle, as manager 
of Ewa, from which position he 
went to the charge of Spreck- 
elsville, made a. success with 
co-operative 
cane' growing, 


under contracts with Portu- 
guese and Chinese and just be- 
fore be left Ewa installed the 
colony of white people brought 
from California and still on the 
estate. A number of men here 
who are deeply interested in 
securing settlers from 
the 


States for the Islands are wil- 
ling to operate on the basis 
that colonlzing^or co-operation 
can succeed only on such pro- 
ductive plantations as Ewa and 
Spreckelsville 
and others of 
like grade. It is also conceded 
that the white men will to some 
extent employ coolies, as ,is 
now being done in the Ewa col- 
ony. But with these drawbacks 
or what may be called dis- 
couraging" features, men who 
have Interested themselves in 
the labor problem are in some 
cases satisfied to get the white 
people here and Identify them 
.with the sugar industry and 
with small farming. It is be- 
lieved that some white people 
will be brought from the coast 
to Spreckelsville within a very 
few months. In reviewing the 
history of this estate it is 
found that it was established 
with white labor, some of the 
men best known In the Islands 
today having come down here 
under the encouragement of 
Claus Spreckels to assist on 
the great Maui estate.

UNDER NEW RULE 


Prospect of tone of a 'Girt 


QUEEN 
VICTORIA 
INTERESTED 


Her Majesty Has Taken Not* of an 


Appeal — Action of the Bishop of 


, Honolulu-United States. 


It will be of interest to churchmen 


in this town to learn that Her Majesty 
Queen Victoria has taken sufficient in- 
terest in the appeal made to Her Maj- 
esty by the Church Defence and Ex- 
tension Association of Hawaii that the 
spiritual jurisdiction in Hawaii, now 
exercised..by the Church In England, 
might be transferred to the Church in 
the United States, to notify that asso- 
ciation that she has caused its appeal 
to be laid before the proper .church 
authorities.' This, together with the 
statement made by Bishop Willis, in 
his address of the 9th April last, 
that he had forwarded to the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury a recommenda- 
tion that the spiritual jurisdiction of 
these ^Islands be transferred to the 
Church in the United States as soon as 
that Church is prepared to receive it, 
and that he had placed the tenure of 
the oversight of this mission in the 
hands of the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, so that it might cease as soon as 
the House of Bishops in America is 
ready to consecrate a Bishop to suc- 
ceed him, would seem to indicate that 
the long-looked-for change in church 
politics in this mission is at hand. It 
is not probable that the American 
Church will appoint any Bishop to this 
missionary jurisdiction until there is 
work being done here to warrant the 
outlay of American mission funds that 
such an appointment would necessitate 
aid until the Church in Hawaii Is pre- 
pared to contribute its just proportion 
of such outlay. At present an Arch- 
deacon, under one of the Western Am- 
erican Bishops, is all that would seem 
to be necessary, although the Ameri- 
can Church will, no doubt, make the 
necessary grants to clergy in the out- 
lying and sparse districts, if the 
Church Defence & Extension Associa- 
tion of Hawaii will do its duty towarc 
the home mission fund, which seems 
just enough. In a few years, when the 
number of the clergy working In these 
Islands has been multiplied, and the 
welfare of the Church demands a res- 
ident Bishop, and the Church here is 
prepared to contribute its proportion 
towards the financial burden, the Am- 
erican Church, no doubt, will not be 
slow in appointing such 
resident 


Bishop. In the meantime there is lit- 
tle doubt that the American Church is 
prepared to satisfy the conditions laid 
down in Bishop Willis' address, and 
as soon as the Church in England has 
transferred the spiritual jurisdiction 
she exercises here to the American 
Church, that Church will be quite 
ready to assume the reins of Govern- 
ment, and appoint a Bishop as soon as 
necessary. The question is, Is the 
Church in Hawaii ready to do her 
share? 


In the interest of a large number of 


persons in this country, it is tp be 
hoped that the "Church Defence and 
Extension Association of Hawaii" will 
become a power in the Church for 
good, and that it will not forget its of- 
flee as her extender, as well as her de- 
fender. 


According to the English Church 


Times, "lady churchwardens" are not 
uncommon in the established Church.

The rector of Patrlcio, in Wales, has 
appointed Miss Duggan as his church- 
warden, and the Church Times corres- 
pondent adds: "I may safely say that 
I believe no better person could have 
been found to occupy that position."

Under what conditions can the An- 


glo-Saxon race flourish in these Isl- 
«nda, not financially, but physically 
and Intellectually? 


The argument that the Asiatics, if 


not the Portuguese, will in time crowd 
out the Anglo-Saxon, is a strong one. 
~Far, it must be admitted that the 
Asiatics, especially the Chinese, either 
through the depression of the sugar 
industry or otherwise, may crowd the 
Anglo-Saxon closely, just as he is be- 
ing crowded out of the West Indies by 
the blacks and the coolies. 


But, assuming that the Anglo-Saxon 


will maintain himself financially in 
these Islands lor many years yet to 
come, the question is what should be 
his boat physical environment? 


Leaving out the question of 


proper food in the tropics for

race, and it is a most serious question, 
•what should he the best climatic con- 
ditions tor preserving the vitality of 
the race:? The women of this race, at 
least those of the younger generation, 
and those who are of the more re- 
cent immigration, seem to rapidly de- 
teriorate in -health and energy, and "a 


to the coast" is the doctor's usual 


prescription for those who have the 
means for traveling. 


Cannot the very best conditions of 


the Mainland, so far as climate is con- 
•cerned, be. secured here, so that those 
with the most moderate means, as well 
aa the rich, can secure them? Cannot 


conditions be secured with the 


least possible interruption to business 
and the. home life? 


The great middle belt around the 


Porto Rico, there will be no encour- 
agement for many years. If the suc- 
cess of Protestant missions among the 
Spanish residents of New Mexico, also, 
is a Just measure of the success of 
similar missions in the island, the out- 
look will not be encouraging.

The enterprising planters of Louisi- 


ana watch and study the reconstruc- 
tion of the sugar industry of Cuba 
with the closest interest For in this 
industry lies a menace to the sugar in- 
dustries of Louisiana and Hawaii, as 
every planter reluctantly admits. One 
of the most intelligent of these plant- 
ers has recently visited Cuba, and 
made a close, and apparently fair, re- 
port on the changing Conditions of the 
industry. *He reports, as others re- 
port, that the industry will not begin 
:o affect the sugar markets of the 
world until about five years have 
passed. 


One of the most uncertain factors 


in the estimate'of its growth is the 
political situation. If the Cubans, as 
an entire community, submit to Amer- 
ican rule, and peace prevails, the 
financial situation will surely improve.

PARIS, June 7.—Mme. Dreyfus has 


received the following telegram from 
ker husband: 


"Leave Friday. Await with Joy the 


moment when I kiss you." 


POUT DE PRANCE (Island of Mar- 


tinique), June 7.—Dispatches 
from 


Cayenne say all efforts to interview 
Dreyfus have been futile. He is now 
under the guard of Capt Cacouche of 
the genarmerie and four gendarmes. 
The prisoner Is apparently In good 
health, but seems to be fatigued. The 
verdict of the Court of Cassation, 
granting a new trial, has caused a very 
favorable Impression here and in 
French Guiana. 


Capt Dreyfus will only resume his 


uniform of an artillery Captain on de- 
barking from the French cruiser Sfax 
at Brest Sinpe the gendarmes under 
Capt Gacouche, in the name of the 
military authority, have accepted the 
custody of the,prisoner, the. lie du 
Diable.has been withdrawn from the 
control of the prison 
administration 


and by a decree of M. Moutette, Gover- 
nor of Cayenne, has been declared mil- 
itary territory. 
Capt Dreyfus has responded to the 


telegram of congratulations from his 
wife, expressing his great Joy in the 
thought that he will soon embrace her, 
their children and the members of tbe 
Dreyfus family again. This prospect 
alone seems to concern him. At all 
. events there was not a word in the dis- 
patch on the subject of the new trial. 


His face, after the first manifesta- 


tions of Joy at the moment when he. 
received the notification of the Judg- 
ment of the Court Jbf Cassation, re- 
sumed an aspect of tranquillity and im- 
passivity, nor has he since betrayed 
any sign of either Joy or anxiety.

The opening exercises of the For- 


eign Mission Rally at Central Union 
Church, Sunday morning, at 10.50 were 
conducted by the pastor, the Rev. Wm. 
M. Klncaid. He then introduced the 
chairman of the committee on Foreign 
Missions of the Hawaiian Board, the 
Rer. Hiram Bingham, D. D., stating 
that the remaining exercises would be 
conducted by him in behalf of the Ha- 
waiian Board. Dr. Bingham at once 
invited the congregation to unite with 
the choir in singing "Watchman, tell 
fcs of the night" 


After the singing he made a state- 


ment of the object of the meeting in 
the following words: 


The main object of the exercises of 


this morning is to deepen the interest 
of each one of us in the great work 
given to the'Church of Christ in His 
last command, "Go ye therefore and 
teach all nations, baptizing them into 
the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost, teaching 
them to observe all things whatsoever 
1 have commanded you." 


A special object is the interesting of 


the young people of this congregation 
in that department of the work of the 
Hawaiian Board which is popularly 
and technically called "Foreign Mis- 
sions," the evangelization of heathen 
tribes inhabiting islands of the Pacific, 
North of the Equator I say North of 
the Equator, for there has been a long 
understanding between the American 
Board, with which we co-operate, and 
the London Missionary Society, that 
the latter are to care for the is!ands 
Sout< of the Equator 


All the methods of this morning 


which may be used to awaken such an 
interest may not, perhaps, commend 
themselves to every one present; but 
let it be charitably borne in mind that 
it is not the intention to glorify either 
the Board or any of its agents; but to 
impart vividly such information as 
shall directly tend to encourage God's 
people to go forward in the conquest 
of the isles of the sea for Christ by the 
further use of methods, more or less 
familiar, of the Hawaiian Board which 
has been for so many years the almon- 
er of your gifts for the conversion of 
the heathen 


To further this object, we would 


have you to come into closer sympathy 
with, and a better knowledge of, the 
Board and its agents; and so the offi-

ture room of the North Pacific Mis- 
sionary Institute, where for so long a 
time Dr Hyde and his associates have 
been laboring to raise up Hawaiian 
pastors and missionaries. This school 
has kindly consented to help us. In 
order to aid them in representing the 
way in which they have risen from the 
horrible pit and miry clay of heathen- 
ism to a plane of Christian civilization 
not to be despised, they are now bring- 
ing a symbolic ladder of ten rounds, a 
stepping stone, as it were, to "Jacob's 
Ladder." 
As they enter, singing in 


Gilbertese "The Gospel Ship is Sail- 
Ing," you will see the botom of the lad- 
der standing in mire, symbolic of their 
former condition; at the top a minia- 
ture plain, symbolic of a Gilbertese 
Christian civilization, on which are a 
cross, a church, a school-house, a store, 
a court-house and a jail. How they 
climbed this ladder they will try to 
show you. 


Upon their arrival in our midst fif- 


teen questions will be asked them by 
their leader, whose wife is a Gilbert 
Islander, but he himself a native of 
the Tokelau cluster. Several of the 
questions will be answered In concert 
in Gilbertese 
In 


Translations and 
moist of the questions will 
be read 


from papers which they have In 'their 
hands, written In English for them. 


After the entrance of the Gilbert 


Islanders., the following questions and 
answers were given: 


Of what nationality are you? 
We -are Gilbert Islanders, represent- 


atives of a people numbering some 
thirty thousand, dwelling on eighteen 
low coral islands lying on the equa- 
tor, some two thousand miles south- 
west of Honolulu, as you m&y see on 
this map before you. 


For what object have you come be- 


fore this congregation' 


We deSire to aid the Hawaiian 


Board In their efforts today to In- 
crease your interest in the 
duty of 


preaching the Gospel to every creature 
by shewing you some of the results 
of their attempt to elevate our people, 
through the blessing of God, from bar- 
barism to a fair degree of Christian 
civilization. 


What was the condition of jour peo- 


ple when the missionaries in the 
"Morning Star" first came to reside 
among you in 1857' 


It was most pitiable We were sav- 


ages, living in wretchedness and pov- 
erty, our annual exports not exceed- 
ing |3 per capita, and these expended 
mainly in purchasing tobacco, rum, 
guns and powder. Multitudes of our 
men and "boys, and even our girls to 
.the age of ten or twelve, often wore 
no clothing whatever, and our women 
from highest to lowest only wore the 
rlri, a specimen of which you see on 
uhe woman who stands near me. The 
nri is a cocoanut leaf fringe which 
will not bear washing 


Our ihouses generally had no sides. 


We sat and slept on mats on the 
ground. We ate fish, cocoanuts, pan- 
danus, papai (a species of coarse 
taro, the Hawaiian ape). We were 
not cannibals, nor did we eat mice, 
but we did eat lice. Our mode of the 
care of the bodies of our dead would 
not ibear description before you, 
it 


was most loathsome. Our widows, 
prompted by affection, often carried 
with them the skulls of their hus- 
bands 
We worshipped false gods, 


mostly rude stones set up in the sand. 
The wooden idol which you see in the 
hand of my neighbor is a missionary 
trophy which our teacher procured on 
Marakei, m 1860 
We were exceed- 


ingly superstitious, dark-minded, ig- 
norant, without the knowledge of 
reading and writing, without books, 
yea, so ignorant tliat we robbed one 
of the first mails to arrive for the 
missionaries on Apaiang, distributing 
the letters and papers among our- 
selves, and some of us even eating 
them, having mixed them with cocoa- 
nut molasses, thinking them to be 
food from foreign lands 
We were 


without the knowledge of the true 
God 
We were in perishing need of 


the great salvation of Christ, for, as 
Paul trulj says of such heathen as we 
•were, we were more or less filled with 
all 
"unrighteousness, 
fornication, 


wickedness co\ etousness, malicious- 
ness, full of en^v murder, debate, de- 


will come soon, but 
tw<J, fiundre 


could be had for the asking Of the: 
parents, from kindergarten size 
full grown Christian girls. 


No marriages are to be hereafter un 


less 'both parties wish it; thus bun 
dreds of girls rejoice and give God th 
praise. We have a population of 20,0( 
to care for (the Samoan Mission car 
ing for nearly 10,000). Those that ar 
willing to listen to the old story c 
Jesus and his love are about one-hal 
or 10,000. Nearly 6000 have professe 
to love Jesus since the beginning o 
the mission (in 1857) but only abou 
700 adults are real sure today that the 
love Jesus and are willing to bear 
cross for Him; while among the 200 
school children there are perhaps 7W 
little Christian heroes. 


Twenty-five preachers, four of them 


ordained, preach the gospel to 250 
people weekly, being assisted more o 
less by the twenty-six teachers. Ove 
500 of the 1500 Sabbath school mem 
bership make a thorough study of th" 
lesson, committing not only- the verses 
but the outlines and references to 
home readings. 


As to the gifts: (Over |400.) Abou 


sixty-two cents a member only; bu 
what proportion is this of their in 
come? Many heathens have hard wor 
to get, besides their tobacco, th 
Queen's tax of fifty cents; while on 
Christians buy books, having paid th 
past year $628 for them, including $35 
for Bibles and Testaments; and the 
buy clothes (four yards of shirtin? 
from the traders, or eight yards o 
calico for $1)"

Of course 
we could not read it, even if it hai 
been printed in our own language 
So the missionaries, as soon as they 
had learned a little of aug language 
began to tell us of tihis one God wh 
so loved us that "He gave His only 
Son, that whosoever believeih in Him 
should not perish, but have everlast 
ing life." 


This work they called preaching th 


Gospel. By this preachtog we firs 
began to ascend WMs ladder; for sotm 
of us began to believe the Gospel, an< 
to cast aside our weapons of war an 
our idols, our drinking and reveling 
our murdering and our jteaMng. Tc 
symbolize this conduct we now cast

At this point in the exercises the 


school sang the last verse of "The Gos- 
pel Ship is Sailing " 


How did you reach the next round of 


this symbolic ladder? 


You see here a large Gilbertese read- 


ing chart for use in our schools, pub- 
lished by the Hawaiian Board; also a 
small one the first printing done for 
us by the missionaries in 1858. From 
the charts we easily learned to spell; 
for our words needed only thirteen let- 
ters, viz a, e, i o, u, m, n, fi, b, k r, 
t w 
When we went to school we 


wanted clothes and as our teachers 
recommended to us to spend less of 
our little income on our great luxury, 
tobacco, we began to buy cloth.and so, 
as I hang the small chart and its com- 
panion, a little primer, printed in 1860, 
on the second round, we must also 
hang bj their side a pair of scissors, 
a little basket containing thread, need- 
les and thimble, also a bar of soap, 
emblematic of what the wives of the 
Hawaiian 
missionaries very 
early 


taught us to do, viz to cut and make 
and wash our own clothes; remember- 
ing perhaps, that in the same chapter 
in Genesis which contains God's first 
promise of the Messiah to fallen Adam 
and Eve it is also stated that "Unto 
Adam and to his wife did the Lord 
make coats of skins and clothed them."

year in Honolulu. 


Let scoffers" at the results of mis- 


sionary labor in these 
Hawaiian 


Islands take notice of this book and 
reflect on that for which it might 
stand. 


I have also a book of Old Testament 


Bible stories, published in part by the 
Hawaiian Board, in Honolulu, and 
now wholly by the American Tract So- 
ciety at the request of tbe Hawaiian 
Board. 
i 


While we were early in possession 


of some of the gospels before the pub- 
lication of the entire Bible in 1893, we 
valued these Old Testament Bible 
stories because they helped us better 
to understand our Savior's allusions to 
such men as Abel and Noah, Abraham, 
Isaac and Jacob, Moses, David and 
Solomon, Isaiah and Daniel. 


And what have you brought? 
I have an Hawaiian oo, or spade, 


and a Gilbertese illustrated reader or 
hand book published by the Hawaiian 
Board In the 7th edition containing 
very brief but valuable information 
respecting many th|ngs as punctuation, 
natural history bits of astronomy, 
something of general history and chro- 
nology, a confession of faith, with 
proof texts, a church and marriage 
covenant, etc. It tells us a little about 
the plow, but we have no need of 
plows, for we have neither oxen nor 
horses nor mules, which cannot live 
on our coral island; and again, our 
soil is coral sand and no crops woul 
grow in our land, If it were plowed. 


By this reader I hang this oo, such 


as we have been wont to procure from 
the Hawaiian missionaries, who hav 
exchanged them for native food an< 
timber, etc. These spades have been 
exceedingly useful to us, especially in 
the cultivation of the papai, our only 
vegetable. 


The oo and this hand book have gon 


hand in hand in aiding to raise us intc 
a degree of Christian civilization. 


And what have you brought? 
A cocoanut and two books. One o 


these books is a Gilbertese Geography 
published by the Hawaiian Board 
From it we learned how small a peopl 
we are, and that there are great con 
tinents and islands where dwell mil 
lions of human beings in darkness 
who need the gospet light as well as 
we and for whom, we were led by on 
knowledge of their lands and condition 
to pray more intelligently and earnest 
ly. From it we learned of powerfu 
civilized and Christianized nations 
and we were stimulated to try to be 
come like them. 


The other book is a Gilbertese Arith 


metic, published by the Hawaiian 
Board, in a 4th edition. We prize it 
for by its study we adults, who coul( 
not tell how many seven and eigh 
were without counting our fingers 
when tbe missionaries first came among 
us, can now much better appreciate th 
magnitude of the numbers in the 52 
instances in our Bibles in which they 
exceed 100,000, and especially the 100, 
000,000 of the angelic hosts of whom 
-we read in the Book of Daniel and the 
Revelation. Glad we were to be taugh

s as much king on the Gilbert Islands 
as sugar is king in Hawaii. 


By the side of these two books, the 


Jeography and the Arithmetic, we 
hang the cocoanut as emblematic ol 
he seed or basis of our material Chris- 
ian civilization. 
And what have you brought? 
Three Gilbertese books; first the 


Bible, complete, in our own language, 
our greatest gift and that to which 
we owe the most in our rise. It was 
lublished, it is true, by the American 
Bible Society, but in the translation of 
i the Hawaiian Board rendered much 
assistance by supporting Gilbertese as- 
istant translators during the years in 
which a large part of the translation 
was being made. 


I have also an illustrated Bible Dic- 
lonary, published by the Hawaiian 
Joard, denning nearly 400 foreign 
words which had to he introduced into 
ur Gilbertese Bible, as we had no 
equivalent for them in our lan- 
guage for example, such words as ice, 
now, hour mile, swear, tower, talent, 
^arlsee, baptism, and many other 
ords, to say nothing of the names of

On Its 
fertile plains and hills and in its many 
valleys dwell one million human 
beings shut out from a Christian civi- 
lization by Spain for more than three 
hundred years, without a single Pro- 
testant missionary among them. We 
find that multitudes of the Interior 
tribes have never yielded to Spanish 
rule, and have come but little into con- 
tact with Roman Catholic missiona- 
ries. You see no Spanish flag, no 
Spaniards to prevent your landing, but 
you find that in the Providence of God
